The hearing opened with a sum- 
mary, by the planning consultant, 
of the studies which were made be- 
fore the master plan was set up. 

These showed, he reiterated, that 
when it is finally built up the Belle 
Haven area will have approximately 
1109 families with an average annual 
income of about $4109. Using bureau 
ef laber statistics, he said, this in- 
dicated that each family of the area 
would have ahout $1500 to put into 
neighborhood retail trade. 

Adjacent areas were also consid - 
ered, he said, and it was calculated 
that a total of about $890,000 ul- 
timately weuld be available to be 
spent in the area. 

However, he added, there is more 
commercially-zoned land in. Belle 
Haven—more than 750,000 square 
feet—than is proposed for downtown 
Menlo Park. This amount of land, 
he -said, would need $45,000,000 a 
year to support it if it was fully de-

The master plan, he said, calls for 
a reduction of the ccmmercially- 
zoned land to 246,600 square feet, 
which is till 25 per cent more than 
the economic analysis shows can be 
supported,

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SPREADING THE LOAD 

How everyone in Menlo Park benefits as the city grows} 
and prospers is indicated this week with a combination of 
news stories. 

First cf all, Mayor Charles P. Burgess, in his regular column | 
‘next door’’ to this space, discusses the city’s increase in| 
assessed valuation and the effect this will have on the tax rate! 
and thus on the pocketbook of every Menlo Park property | 
owner. 

Elsewhere, you will find stories telling of increases in city| 
police and administrative personnel. 

How can smaller tax payments from the individual provide | 
more and better public services for that individual, and does 
the increase in personnel really mean more and better service? 

The answer is that it can and does—up to a point. 

A community of 200 persens may find it expedient to hire 
© constable, but it is not until the community gets bigger that 
it can begin to think of incorporating and hiring men to take | 
care of its streets and more police officers to protect its citizens 
on a 24-hour-a-day schedule. 

It is also true, of course, that the smaller ‘town does not} 
have so many problems and so much need of protection as the! 
larger one, but there are also many things that the single 
constable cannot do that the multi-man police force can. Even | 
a constable must sleep; and even if the town has little crime 
to contend with, chances are the constable will sleep through it. 

When the town gets big enough to buy a patrol car and 
hire three shifts of policemen to man it, it begins to have fuller| 
protection and the cost per individual taxpayer is no more than’ 
in the one-constable crossroads. 

As the growth process continues the city is able to hire men 
to take care of needs that were slightly felt before but were 
overlooked. When a size is reached that enables the city| 
to provide the complete range of services its citizens need there 
is a leveling off where the cost of the services required is more 
than offset by the growing population that shares the tax 
burden. 

Beyond this point, it is not until overcrowding and con-| 
gestion multiply crime and other civic problems that the need! 
for extra Services and protection will again get ahead of the 
cost-sharing. population. 

Menlo Park has reached the levelling-off point. | 

The. proposed budget for 1952-53 contains sums for a 
larger police force, an assistant to the city manager, as well. as 
several other new employees in the streets and parks categories. 

These additional men will assure better protection and bet- 
ter civic service than the city has ever been able to afford in 
the past. Yet the cost, involving a total budget larger than 
any in the city’s history, will ‘be spread over a larger tax 
valuation and larger population. Thus, as Mayor Burgess 
assures us in his column, the tax bill for each property owner 
will be lower. 

The problem that now confronts Menlo Park is: How much 
bigger can we grow before we pass that point of diminishing 
return, the point at which overcrowding and congestion begin 
once again to build up the need for services faster than growth 
can spread the cost? . 

We earnestly hope that Menlo Park never does pass that 
Point.

As a.pleasant residential city, it is Menlo Park's job to: 


avoid overcrowding and congestion. 

It is with this purpose expressly in mind that the city hired 
trained planning consultants to draw up the master plan now; 
being battered in public hearings. 

While some adjustments may have to be made, we hope 
the overall purpose of the master plan.will not be vitiated by 
the cumulative effect of local and specific protest. We hope 
this courageous and farsighted plan for the city’s growth 
will not go out the window. 

With it, we have a guide that can help us Preserve and 
enhance the city’s present desirable character, as well as pro- 
tecting property values and the pocketbook of every taxpayer. 

Without it, we may pass that point of leveled-off taxes 
before we know we have gone beyond it.
